1. Derby will be limited to 60 cars (the first 60 to register will race). There 
will be 4 heats, 15 cars per heat. 

2. The last 3 cars running in each heat will go to the championship. 

3. Two grudge heats will be run. (Grudge #1 from Heats 1 & 2, Grudge #2 
from Heats 3 & 4.) 

4. All chrome moldings, clips, all plastic grills, ornamentation, and all glass 
must be removed entirely from car. (GLASS IN BOTTOM OF DOORS MUST 
BE REMOVED). 

5. All doors and trunks must be chained or wired closed and an access opening, 
minimum 12x12" must be cut in trunk, or the rear seat removed for access in 
case of fire. (NO WELDING ALLOWED EXCEPT DRIVERS DOOR.) 

6. An opening to the motor should be made either through the inside front 
fender or a large hole in the top of the hood made for firemen access in case of 
fire, 

7. Atl carburetors must be equipped with an air filter. 

8. Nothing can be added to increase strength or durability nor can suspension 
be modified. All trailer hitches must be removed. 

9. Batteries must be covered and securely attached. Gas tanks, which can be 


metal only, if altered, should not be above drivers shoulder height. If another gas 
supply or can is used, the main tank must be removed or filled with water. 

10. All excess electrical fuses should be removed and no spare tire left inside the 
car. 

11. One driver and only two mcuu:bers of a pit crew will be admitted. Passes 
will be issued and required. 

12. Numbers will be assigned by registration committee when you register, pay 
entrance fee and sign liability release. Pre-registration will be held until noon 
August 2 at First American Title, 81 South Main Heber (see Darwin Johnson). 
Notary will need proof of I.D., age, and a valid drivers license. 

13. Entrance fee is $30, $20 of which will be paid back as prize money. 

14. Drivers under 21 years of age must have a release signed by parent or 
guardian and notarized. 

15. Drivers or other team members drinking alcoholic beverages will not be al- 
lowed to compete. (STATE CODE #41.6.44) All decisions of judges are final. 
16. All drivers must wear crash helmets, seat belts and have fire extinguishers 
in the car. 

17. The driver's door should not be hit if at all possible. Also aggressive con- 
tact with another car must be made within 60 seconds. Judges can disqualify 
someone if need be. 

18. Except in an emergency, drivers cannot leave their car after the heat has 
Started. 

19. Inspection will begin at 5 p.m, and end at 6:30 p.m. All entrees must be 
signed and all cars inspected by this time.

ELIGIBILITY

B. OWNERSHIP: All beef must be owned and fed by the exhibitor 120 days 
prior to August 9, 1991. All swine must be 90 days owned and fed by exhibitor 
and lambs must be owned and fed by the exhibitor 60 days prior to August 9, 
1991: 

C. Any lamb sold in a livestock sale within 60 days or any swine within 90 or 
any beef within 120 days is not eligible for entry. 

D. Record books should be kept by each exhibitor. Record Books should be 
tuned in at the time of the weigh-in. Books turned in at that time will be judged 
and awards given. Record Books must be turned in to receive premium money. 
E. Exhibitor must be present and show and sell his own animal unless arrange- 
ments have been made previously with the committee. 

F. The committee has the right to sift animals at or before the weigh-in. 

G. All physically and mentally handicapped youth over 4-H and FFA age limit 
are eligible to compete in the Jr. Livestock Show and Sale. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


A. Exhibitors will be limited to 2 (two) entries for each exhibitor. Each ex- 
hibitor must exhibit in the fitting and showing contest to receive the premium 
money from the show, unless arrangements have been made with the committee. 


B. Exhibitors will be limited to 1 (one) lamb in the sale unless they exhibit one 
or more sheep in the Breeding Sheep Show.

C. EXHIBITOR'S PERSONAL APPEARANCE

to 1 (one) lamb in the sale unless they exhibit one or more sheep in the Breeding 
Sheep Show. If the exhibitor has sheep in the Breeding Sheep Show, he/she will 
still be able to sell two lambs.
